Such a dwelling 
must get its supply of drinking-water 
either froma well or. from some Water- 
course; Now, a ‘‘shallow’’ well is gen- 
erally unyafe; a ‘‘deep’’ well is generally 
safe; while a stream can be considered 
safe only if, in its course to the dwelling 
concerned, it has passed through acoun- 
try which is reasonably free from de- 
composing Aahimal matter; and. both 
stream’ and well must be kept free from 
the possible contamination threatened by 
misplaced. éutbuildings. “however, na I 
have suid, we are not discussing now the 
water supply for the isolated dwelling. 
We mention. this circumstance only in 
passing. What concerns us now is the 
provision of a proper and adequate water 
supply for the organized community— 
and every community of human beings 
OUGHT to be organized. Not every 
cominunity—se I have stated—is as for: 


ble souree of supply of drinking-water— 
namely, @ pure mountain stream, run- 
ning, throughout that part of its course 
which ig ‘*apstreain’’ from the civic in- 
take, entirely above all habitation of 
man. Failing such a source of supply, 
the community must depend upon a 
stream having an inferior grade of water, 
which, in the case of suspected or possi- 
ble contamination, inust be puritied by 
some method of filtration, Fuiling even 
that source of supply, the community 
most consider the possibility of provid- 
ing an artesian well. This we must ac- 
cept as a yeritable axiom of sanitation, 
that no ¢ivilized and closely built up 
community may tolerate within its bounds 
the existence of private wells, At any 
rate, if it does 40, it does so at the peril 
of the lives of its citizens, Far more im- 
portant than good roads and good side- 
walks and electric lights is the provision 
of, that abundant and unadulterated 
“pure déw of heaven’ which is abso- 
Iutely negéasary for the preservation of 
the life and health of the people. | 
Closely connected with the question of 
A proper, ‘and adequate water supply is 
the problem of the disposal of sewage.. No 
community which, is not making some 
sort of provision for the sanitary disposal 
of its sewage has mastered even the radi- 
ments of hygiene, Far from atiaining 
‘the municipal ideal in hygiene,’ and 
thus becoming’ an IDEAL TOWN, from

Obviously, 
the former method is much too elaborate 
aud expensive tor aduption by #nall 
communities; but for all such communi- 
ties the latter method is alwaysavailable ; 

and the community .which declines to 
adopt some such improved. method ot 
sewage disposal ‘is guilty of an. almo,t 
criminal negligepoe. In the larger ques- 


tion of the ULTIMATE dieposal ct sew ~ 


age the more domestic question of the 
IMMEDIATE disposal of aewage is, o1 
course, involved. Modern sanitary ar: 
rangemenis require such a sys'em ot 
plumbing as will readily and efficiently 
carry off household sewage to the public 
Sewage mains. The existence of. ont 
buildings which have long since proved 
themselyes at unce a nuisance and a 
menacecannot too quickly beeome ‘‘a 
thing of the past.’’ 


The disposal of garbage we can deal 
with only briefly. Under primitive, or 
relative ‘ly pranitive, conditions, the cart- 
ing of refuse to the ‘nuisance gr round,’’ 
and the existence of the latter institution 
itself, may be tolerated; but notso ina 
community which is consistently striving 
after *‘the municipal ideal in hygiene.’”’ 
Under ideal conditions, the disposal of 
farbage, whether in the large or in the 
small community, is invariably by the 
method of incineration. 


Again, under ideal conditions of mu- 


nicipal life, all foodstuffs offercd for sale, | 


or even kept for use, will be inspected 
by qualified © officials. Similarly, all 
premises where such food is prepared or 
stored will be inspected by qualiticd offi-. 
cials, CLEANLINESS will be the watch- 
word in the community Which is domi- 
nated by “the municipal ideal in hy- 
gine;’’ for cleanliness is, after all, the 
greatest single factor in the prevention of 
disease, and the preservation of health. 
Undoubtedly, the task‘ of the medical 
inen of the future will not be the CURING | 
of disease, but rather the PREVENTION 
of disease. In truth, it may very well be 
that, under the regime of “the municipal 
ideal in hygiene,’ there will be no need 
ot & professional. class. devoting them- 
selves to this public duty; for every. citi- 
zen will have been so educated in the 


principles and methods of personal hy-. 


‘aud public sanitation that disease 
will have noehance to oceur—or, if it 
should occur, the private citizen will be 
thoroughly qualified: to deal with it, 
Failing the realization of that happy. 
condition, every community will have in 


its employ at least one medical health | 


oflicer and sanitary engineer, who will be 
professionally qualified for the eminently 
worthy task of safeguarding ile beauh 
of the citizens. 

Further; under the regime of “‘the 
municipal ideal in’ hygiene,’’ there will 
be no toleration of the disgusting, filthy, 


and highly dangerous practice of spitting | 


on the public sidewalks. In fact, there 
will benosuch careless spitting any where ; 
for even in private or .public. buildings 
there will be such provision for expector- 
niion thatthe ejected material can be im- 
jatety disinfected, with a yiew to its 
ultimate disposal in perfectly sanitary 
fashion,

Under the same ident regime, all build-

life. 

When ‘‘the municipal ideal in Hiexitne”
